1. Applicant's arguments filed on September 19, 2005 have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. Claims 10, 17, 18, 20, 28-31, 38, 43, 53 - 55, and 63 - 72 have been canceled 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2 Claims 1 - 9, 11 - 16, 19, 21 - 27, 32 - 37, 39 - 42, and 44 - 62 are allowed, re- 
ordered as 1 - 9, 12, 11, 13 - 16, 19, 21 - 27, 32 - 37, 39 - 42, and 44 - 52, 56 - 62, re- 
numbered as 1 - 49, respectively. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: 

Regarding to the claimed invention, the prior art of record fails to show or render obvious 
of a monolithic circuitry transmitting for driving and receiving signals through a transformer 
having an output transistor and a circuitry, which provides a controlled current to/form the output 
of transistor's gate, so as to charge and discharge the gate's parasitic capacitance and 
increasing/decreasing the transistor's output current in a controlled manner. Feedback can be 
used to sense an output signal created by the transistor and turn off current to/from the 
transistor's gate when the output signal has reached the desired level. Two pairs of output 
connections, a first for driving a center-tapped transformer second for driving a bridge 
transformer. Each connection of first pair has circuitry isolating it from the transmitter circuitry 
during a different part of the output signal, whereas the connection of the second pair does not. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
